Becent isac^ower leglslatloa has eiq;>haslzed both the necessity for 
meaningful information on the availability of vorkers to meet eiQ)loyer 
requirements and the need to relate training programs to en 5 >loyment 
opportunities. This publication is a^^rectory of selected Enployiaent 
Service studies Intended to provide current local occi 5 )ational informa- 
tion for use in designing training programs, for counseling in local 
public engployment offices and schools, and to offer Individual Jobseekers 
and vocational counselors concrete information on Job opportunities in 
specific occ\: 5 )ations or groups of occiq>ations. Under the United States 
ihployiaent ^rvice*s Job Opportunities Information Program established 
ten years ago, affiliated State enployment security agencies have con- 
ducted surveys and prepared periodic, reports on Job opportunities and 
other occipational manpover information. Included in this publication 
are two principal types of local occiqpational information developed and 
e:qpanded as a part of this program— occupational guides and area skill 
surveys. 

Occupational Guides, cross-indexed by occiqpation and area in this publi- 
cation, are prepared by State enployment services and provide a concise 
summary of the Job duties and en5>loyment prospects for a single occupation 
or group of occupations in a particular area or State.
